Nothing could have been more 
natural than the getting together 
of Stewart and Sinclair. A tough 
pair, these two, and in a world of 
cut-throat competition, where the 
devil takes the hindmost, it was 
easy to see that this combination 
would make it hard for anybody 
who got in their way. 

Describing A. E. Humphreys, 
Denver producer who operated at 
Mexia, Tex., from whom the Con- 
tinental bought the 33,335,333 bar- 
rels of oil, Stewart began his tes- 
timony in the jovial way. of one 
who has an enjoyable tale to tell, 
that will interest everyone. 

“He was a fine old fellow,” he 
said, ‘‘one of the most picturesque 
wildcatters in the business. He had 
knocked around the Rocky Moun- 
tain district, and never had much 
luck until he made this _ strike 
down at Mexia. I first saw him at 
Chevenne in 1921. He wanted us 
to take his holdings into the 
Standard of Indiana, by ‘exchang- 
ing Standard stock for Mesia stock. 
I didn’t want to do that. YI didn’t 
know much about his property. 
What I wanted to do was to buy 
his oil when, as, and if it was pro- 
duced. 

“All of us were afraid of an oli 
Shortage at that time. Crude oil 
had sold as high as $3 a barrel, 
and Standard of Indiana had been 
compelled to buy oil to supply its 
trade. Consequently, everybody was 
trying to get Humphreys’ oil, but 
most of them, like me, didn’t want 
to buy his company to get it. Final- 
ly along came Beman Dawes.” 

Beman Dawes, a brother of Vice 
President Dawes, is head of the 
Pure Oil Co., which does a large 
business in Ohio, relying for sup- 
plies largely on the oi] from the 
Mexia field. 

“Dawes bought a half interest in 
his company and agreed to take 
half his production,” Stewart con- 
tinued. “I thought that Iet me out 
of it. I heard no more About it 
until I was notified of the New 
York meeting.” 

Checking Stewart’s Story. 

Apparently surprised at this brief 
recital, Walsh coldly began to read 
a sheaf of letters and telegrams 
which passed between Stewart and 
Blackmer in 1921, during the early 
negotiations, which indicated that 
Stewart's activity in

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Stewart replied, ‘“‘That’s plain En- 
glish. It needs no interpretation.” 

Walsh went on with the reading. 
The oil operator could not recall 
all of the letters and telegrams, 
but some of them he did. 

Asked why the gorrespondence 
was not in his files, he said he had 
taken all his correspondence’ to 
Washington in résponse to a sub- 
pena in the criminal oil cases. 

“And I’m here to tell you that 
Mr. Seubert does not keep my files 
or have anything to do with them,” 
Stewart said. (E. G. Stewart is 
president of the Standard Oil of 
Indiana. ) 

Seubert had just finished a rath- 
er hard period,on the stand during 
which his lack of knowledge of 
some of Stewart’s activities had 
come in for sarcastic comment. 

“T don’t know what became of 
the files; whether I left them here 
or what. I’ve talked to Mr. Rob- 
erts and Mr. Pomerene (special 
Government oil counsel) and they 
have made a search for them, but 
they have not been found,” Stew- 
art continued. 

Walsh disclosed that the letters 
and telegrams he read were ob- 
tained from the files of the Mid- 
west Refining Co. 

Humphreys’ Offer $1.75. 

Stewart said that in November, 
1921, he went to New York and 
talked with Humphreys. ‘He said 
he was going to meet some gentle- 
men. at the Vanderbilt Hotel and 
was not in a position to give the 
oil to the Standard of Indiana. I 
went over to Mr. Blackmer’s room. 
During the conferences, there were 
Humphreys and his son, and his 
attorney, Senator Thomas, Presi- 
dent Dawes of the Pure Oil; Black- 
mer, O'Neil and Sinclair. I don’t 
know that Osler was there the 
first time, but he came in the sec- 
ond day.” 

Osler was president of the Con- 
tinental Trading Co. He also is 
in Europe, where Blackmer and 
O'’Neild are now living. 

“After I got in the room I was 
told by Blackmer that there was no 
chance that the Standard Oil of 
Indiana could get the oil as Hum- 
phreys wanted to give oil to com- 
panies having pipe lines down there 
and if we wanted the oil that was 
the direction we would have to 
take,” Stewart continued. “I was 
told by Humphreys that if we 
wanted the oil we would have to 
pay $1.75 and that if we did not 
want it others did.” 

Stewart said he knew somebody 
would make money, but “did not 
care how much they made.’’ 


“I knew I was getting oil for 


Pn 


$1.75: when oil was selling for $2,” 
he said. “We wanted that oil and 
I made the contract. I took copies 
to the board of directors and told 
them it was perfectly apparent 
somebody was making 25 cents a 
barrel. I told them that if that 


was material, not to take the con-} 


tracts.” 

“The stockholders made a lot of 
money out of that proposition. It 
turned out to be profitable,” Stew- 
art went on. 

Concerning the Guarantec. 

‘“T am not a director of the Sin- 
clair Crude. It’s a Aact Sinclair 
and I guaranteed the contract to 
show our faith in this matter. It 
was like guaranteeing a note after 
it had been paid.. It provided the 
oil was to be in the tanks and 
tested for quality for 40 days be- 
fore we had to pay anything for it. 

“Besides that, l'll be frank to say 
I for years had known Osler. He 
was a director of a bank at Toron- 
to. He also had been well known 
in business in this country.” 


Stewart insisted that the con- 
tracts signed in New York were 
only tentative and subject to ap- 
proval later. Walsh disagreed, but 
the witness said it was an Opal 
agreement. 

“Did you ask Humphreys if you 
could get the oil for $1.50 a bar- 
rel?” “JI can’t recall; that was a 
long time ago.” 

‘Then we are to understand from 
your testimony that Col. Hum- 
phreys told you you could get the 
oil for $1.50?” “I did not say 
that.”’ 

Stewart shouted as he shook his 
finger at Walsh. 

Stewart said he’didn’t know Sin- 
clair was to be in New York until 
he met him there. ‘He added that 
he told Sinclair that the guarantee 
of the Continental contract did not 
mean much. 

“But it was a $50,000,000 deal,” 
Walsh said. 

“What difference does it make 
whether it was a $50,000,000 or a 
$150,000,000, or $5,000,000, or $1,- 
000,000?" the oil operator coun- 
tered. ‘We could not lose on it.” 
The Standard Oil magnate repeated 
that he was not a director ofjthe 
Sinclair Crude, never had been and 
had no control over its affairs. 

Walsh brought out that the 
clair Crude and Prairie Oil had to 
pay the Continental on the tenth of 
each month, but the Continental 
paid Humphreys on the fifteenth. 

“Suppose the payment had not 
been made, you would have had to 
pay Humphreys?” Walsh said. “But 
it was all paid.” 

Walsh opened the session by re- 


Sin- 


calling Seubert to the stand, for 
another brief grilling. He want- 
ed Seubert to produce letters 
which had passed between Stewart 
and Blackmer, relative to the pur- 
chase of the Humphreys oil. But 
Seubert said “they were Coh Stew- 
art's letters’ and he had no access 


to them. 

“Do you mean, 
letters pertaining to 
deal are not available to = the 
president of the company?” de- 
manded Walsh, whose astonish- 
ment over the Standard's business 
methods grow every hour. Seu- 
pert said he supposed they “could 
have been obtained from Col. Stew- 
art’s file.” 

Like all other subordinates, Seu- 
bert refers to ‘‘Col.”’ Saewart. In 
referring to the strange fact that 
the Continental, after taking @ 
profit of $3,000,000 surrendered jts 
contract to the Sinclair and Stand- 
ard interests for $400,000 when it 
could. have made an addjtional 
profit of $5,000,000 by holding onto 
it, Walsh inquired if Seubert had 
not felt that it was remarkable. 
Seubert replied that the price of oil 
had gone down. “It doesn’t mat- 
ter if it had gone down to $2 cents 
a barrel,” retorted Walsh. “The 
Continental had an ironclad con- 
tract with your company at $1.75 
a barrel. What difference does it 
make how much the price had gone 
down? Mr. Seubert, don’t you real- 
ize that you have given a very fool- 
ish answer?” 

Poor’ Seubert’s jaws worked 
soundlessly, and when his answer 
came it was so vague as to be 
meaningless. 

Mystery of Humphreys’ Oil. 

The old sore spot—why the Con- 
tinental got the oil from Hum- 
phreys instead of Stewart's getting 
it—was probed again. Seubert was 
still unable to tell ho this un- 
known and unrecognize oncern 
had been able to step in and buy 
oil which Stewart had been trying 
to get and then hold him up for 
25 cents a barrel more than the 
price at which Humphreys had sold 
it. y

MOTHS ACQUITTED 


IN SUIT OVER RUG 


So $500 Claim for Damages 
and Dealer’s Bill Are Both 
Disallowed 


Were there ever any uninvited 
moths in Mrs. Charles Sumner 
Taussig’s erstwhile Oriental rug, 
and if there were did those moths 
once reside at A. H. Asadorian’s rug 
shop at 4220 Olive street? ‘The 
question is entirely superfluous, 
which of course adds ¢9 its charm, 
for Justice of the Peace Moone 
decided it yesterday. His decision 
may be inferred as giving the moth 
colony of St. Louis a clean slate. 

It was an old rug which brought 
Mrs. Taussig, who now lives at the 
Forest Park Hotel, into court, a 
Feroghin rug bought in 1890, but 
it was a good rug, she testified, a 
hand-loomed rug, colored with 
vegetable dyes, which, Mrs. Taussig 
says, is a much better way of 
dyeing rugs than is now in vogue. 

Well, in 1918 Mrs. Taussig 
broke up housekeepnig at 290 
Waterman avenue, and sent her 
rug to Asadorian to clean and re- 
pair so she. might sell it. It was 
17% by 14 feet, and Mrs. Taussig 
told the Court that while it origin- 
ally had cost $500, Asadorian told 
her it was now worth $800. Asa- 
dorian later denied saying anything 
of the Kind. 

The rug seems to have lived a 
rather secluded life at Ashdorian’s 
for the next seven years. But in 
1925 Mrs. Taussig’s daughter-in- 
law, Mrs. Knox Taussig, who was 
special maid of honor at the Veiled 
rophet ball of 1915, heard that her 
aunt, Mrs. Eugene Funsten of.4 
Hampton Park, was looking for an 
Oriental rug, so the young woman

SAFELY IN PORTO RIGD 


Completes 75-Mile Flight From 
St. Thomas, Virgin Islands, 
at San Juan.

SAN JUAN, Poto Rico, Feb. 2. 
—Col. Charles A. Lindbergh land- 
ed at Escambron Field here at 
1:55 p. m. today, 

This was the shortest flight of 

his great aerial tour. The flight 
from St. Thomas, Virgin Islands, 
75 miles away, occupied two hours 
five minutes, for he deviated from 
the direct course to fly over the 
island of St. Croix, lying some 
miles south of St. Thomas. 
Col. Lindbergh 
played in the air over the city for 
20 minutes and then made his 
descent just five minutes before the 
time that he had said he would 
land. 

It was estimated that fully 100,- 
000 persons cheered him as he 
rode through the city from the 
flying field. 

Along a mile front facing the 
Atlantic and the flying field 
crowds began to gather early to- 
day for the coming of Col. Lind- 
bergh. It was a holiday, and by 
Gov. Towner’s orders “Lindbergh 
day.”’ 

Thousands. of school children 
were in the gathering, ahd the 
whole city was in holiday mood 
and attire. Not in the more than 
400 years of its existence :has San 
Juan seen such a- multitude. Es- 
cambron Field is army property. 

Col. Lindbergh took off at 11:50 


So strenuous was the round of 
festivities and greetings with which 
St. Thomas honored the flyer that 
it was remarked that he appeared 
listless after dinner yesterday. A 
torchlight procession wound 
through the narrow lanes of the 
city past white-walled houses and 
tropical grdeng as the people paid 
their final tribute before Lindbergh 
retired to rest for today’s adven- 
ture. 

St. Thomas bestowed upon the 
airman the freedom of the city. At 
an extraordinary meeting of the 
Colonial Council the distinction was 
conferred upon Lindbergh and he 
was formally welcomed to the Vir- 
gin Islands. 

As the flyer entered the room 
with Gov. Evans, the members 
rose in tribute. Lindbergh replied 
briefly, expressing his thanks. At 
a special meeting of the Free Ma- 
sons lodge in Lindbergh's honor 
a silver Masonic trowel with a gold 
handle was presented to him.

But crowds are not Governments, and are 
not oppressed with a sense of responsibili- 
ties. There are 20 Latin Governments (some 
of them might better be called Indian than 
Latin) represented at this conference, and 
all of them have a sense of economic reali- 
ties. Seven—Honduras, Mexico, Cuba.: Co- 
lombia, Nicaragua. Panama and Guatemala 
—<do more than half their tota] trading with 
the United States. Seven more—Costa Rica, 
Haiti, Ecuador, the Dominican 
Salvador, Peru and Brazil—do more than 
a third of all their commerce with the Unit- 
ed States. We have almost a third of Chile's 
trade. Only in Uruguay, Argentina, Bolivia 
and Paraguay is the Yankee share leas than 
a fifth, We are not trade rivals. com peti- 
tors, with these ceuntries, as Germany and 
England were before the war. We buy their 
bananas, sugar, coffee. oil, copper—food 
and raw material; they buy our automo- 
biles, bathtubs, typewriters, chewing gum— 
manufactures. To us the market of no one 
of these nations !s indispensable: to most 
@<¢ them American business i life and death,

is Not a Yankee-hater in South America 

who does not want American capital for 
his country, however much he dislikes the 
terms on which American capital is offered. 
Unfortunately—lI think it is one of the trag- 
edies of the hemisphere today—New York 
has had something like a rhonopoly of the 
world-capital market since the war and is 
likely to have it for some years to come. 
There are perils in the competition of cap- 
ital from rival nations; there is still more 
peril when there is no competitive check 
upon the tendency of one great capital- 
exporting nation to assume contro] of its 
neighbors. Increasingly Yankee capital 
dominates Latin America. Ten years ago we 
had a little more than one Dillion dollars 
invested south of the Rio Grande, almost 
Mexico and Cuba; today we have 
perhaps five billions, scattered through the 
-0 republics. Probably more than half the 
foreign capital in Cuba, Panama, Nicaragua, 
Honduras, Haiti, the Dominican Republic, 
Salvador, and Colombia today comes from 
the United States; in seven other republics 
at least a third of the foreign capita] is 
American; only in Guatemala (where the 
Situation is rapidly changing), Paraguay 
(where all foreign investments are smal!), 
and in Argentina, Brazil and Uruguay 
(where Britain invested enormous sums be- 
fore the war) is American capital in a clear 
minority. And everywhere the Governments 
are begging for more. 

HAT is one part of She background of 
T this sixth Pan-American conference. 

Politically, the growing “Caribbean Doc- 
trine,“ which asserts the dominant right of 
the United States to intervene anywhere 
north of the Panama Canal, threatens the 
independence of every country in that re- 
Zion; and as investments grow the area of 
application of the doctrine is expanding 
onto the continent of South America. Eco- 
nomic control may be éven more significant, 
but few of the Latin Americans outside of 
Mexico realize it. Politicians are politicians 
the world'over, and care most of all for the 
trappings of political independence. In verv 
few countries is there a powerful popular 
movement; and dictators like Machado of 
Cuba, Gomez of Venezuela, and Leguia of 
Peru feel closer to Wall street than to the 
peons on their own plantations. Race kin- 
ship and abstract conceptions of liberty 
mean less in this age of international cap- 
ital than once they did. I have heard more 
than one Carribbean delegate express con- 
tempt for Sandino because he started life 
az 2 cOMmmoan laborer. 

Hence the current of resentment which 
swept Latin America as the conference was 
opening is not likely to find bold expres- 
Sion at the meetings. No one wants a row; 
everyone fears America’s economic power 
and wants her economic aid: furthermore, 
the agenda was carefully prepared. The 
topics are specific and Mmited, and it takes 
a two-third’s vote to introduce a new sub- 
ject Into the order of business. Mexico. most 
likely to have spoken freely about im perial- 
ism, is hampered by Mr. Morrow's success 
in the oil negotiations and by the pending 
discussion of her foreign debt. A gsenthe- 
man from the Conservative pad?ty of Nicara- 
gua has toured South America, announcing 
that if American intervention is discussed his 
party will raise the bogy of Mexican aid to 
Sacasa. Chile fears publication of the Tac- 
ma-Arica report; Argentina is more inter- 
ested in meat than In Nicaraguan patriots. 
After all, most of the delegates seem to 
feel, Nicaragua is an incompetent second- 
rate Power, and the Marines are capgbie 
boys; why resist the inevitable?

The tragic truth was that some 
one else had. Darwin himself felt 
the blow first. Alfred Russel! 
Wallace, frém the South Seas, 
mailed to Darwin a short mono- 
graph including all of Darwin's 
main points, wondering if they 
were “sufficiently important’ to 
publish. Darwin was thunder- 
struck, buta sportsman. He quiet- 
lv laid aside his own work. He 
turned Wallace’s letter over to 
Lyell and Hooker. Twenty years’ 
work gone for naught! 

But Lyell and Hooker would 
not have it so. They prepared a 
statement of the facts. Darwin 
Was prevailed upon to write @ brief 
synopsis of his work. The atate- 
ment, synopsis and Wallace’s arti- 
cle were made public together— 
an arrangement more than fair to 
Wallace, as he himself admitted.

Forbes Watson Asserts ‘‘Little 
Critics’ Do Not Appreciate 
Creative Works. 


The hostile dicta of the critics 
“modern 
art’ of today will be for the men 
of 
sidelights on our curious state of 
mind. Forbes Watson of New 
York City, editor of The 
Arts and former art editor 
of the New York World, told mem- 
bers of the Wednesday Club yes- 
terday. 

“The future will be interested in

For creative spirits it has a living 
meaning.”’ 

“Civilized contemporary paint- 
ing,” Watson pointed out, “should 
not be judged by its similarity to 
1} ature, a test that has always been 
denied by great art. The ‘civilized’ 
artist does not seek to imitate na- 
ture, but presents essential esthetic

DECREASE IN CRIME 


Commissioner Reports 278 Murder 
and Manslaughter Cases, Com- 
‘pared With 289 in 1926. 

By the Associated Press, 

NEW YORK, Feb. 2.—Crime in 
New York City in 1927 showed a 
marked decrease over the preced- 
ing year, Police Commissioner 
Warren anounced in his annual 
report. 

Murders of citizens resulting 
from robberies decreased 58 per 
cent as compared with 1926, and 
murders’ of -police decreased 44 


per cent; 82 per cent of the cases | 


were closed with arrests. 

Murder and manslaughter cases 
totaled 278, compared with 289 
in 1926; assault and robbery cases 
totaled 951 in comparison to 1173. 

There was a decrease of 69 per 
cent in holdups involving” more 
than $10,000, and a 52 per cent de- 
crease in those between $1000 and 
$10,000. Payroll holdups decreased 
64 per cent. 

The lone increase was in bur- 
glaries of which there were 32380, 
compared to 3371 in 8926. This in- 
crease the Commissioner attribut- 
ed to sneak thieves engaged in 
daylight robbcries.

But we need to know much more 
than this, and shall only learn ft 
by the scientific study of immunity 
to colds among large communities. 
This must be done largely in 
schools and institutions that can 
be carefully watched, Experiments 
vaccines have taught ue a 
certain amount, and the success 
that has already been gained with 
them promises more. All those 
who have used them seem to agree 
that they are quite harmless and 
increase resistance to colds 
in persons who have very little re- 
sistance of their own. They should, 


_in the future, go a long way toward 


helping the community to acquire 
resistance, but their use must 
never replacé methods of preven- 
tion based on the use of natural 
remedies, such as sunlight, fresh 
alr and a healthy life.

of ethics it is your duty to take
